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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

3. Claims 12-17, 21-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kawasaki (cited by applicant) in view of any one of references A-I, and Biesinger et al, cited by 
applicant. 

4. Kawasaki has the cross member with nut 44(alpha), screw 49(beta), and cage 47(beta), 

the latter preventing perpendicular movement. 

5. Any one of references A-I and Biesinger et al. teach that prior to the invention of 
applicant, it was known in this art to fasten a nut within a cage that allows floating movement of 
the nut in a perpendicular direction to the bore axis. Such freedom of movement allows for 
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tolerance compensation within members to be fastened together. As to the newly added 
limitations from former claim 18, note that spacer 45 of Kawasaki bears against both the cross- 
member and the upright through the intermediate member 44. 

6. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill to provide in Kawasaki a floating nut 
cage to replace the cage of Kawasaki as taught by any one of references A-I and Biesinger et al. 
for that reason. 

7. As to claim 13, Kawasaki teaches welding. 

8. As to claims 14-15, screw fastening, crimping, are not only common knowledge in this 
art to fasten members together, but obvious to use here to enable fastening without welding 
equipment. 

9. As to claim 16, sleeve mounting is also common knowledge in the art of tubular 
members. 

As to claim 17, see plate 40b of Kawasaki. 

Double Patenting 

10. Applicant is advised that should claiml2 be found allowable, claim 22 will be objected to 
under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate thereof. When two claims in an application 

are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight 
difference in wording, it is proper after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a 
substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). 



Allowable Subject Matter 
1 1 . Claims 1 9-20 are allowed. 
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Response to Arguments 

12. Applicant's arguments filed 5/15/2008 have been fiiUy considered but they are not 
persuasive. Note that a simple limitation to —abut— in place of the present term "bear" in claim 
12 would appear to define over the proffered references.
